ON TO 2050: Draft Plan

CMAP staff (Elizabeth Schuh) will present on the status of the ON TO 2050 Draft Plan. The Plan,
following three years in preparation, builds its recommendations on the three principles of Inclusive
Growth, Resilience, and Prioritized Investment.
